VALUE OF DIAMONDS. 





Persons who buy Diamonds in this country, like persons who buy old 
china, or pictures, or bric-a-brac, in this country, are exposed to a danger 
which may be said to be peculiar, in its degree at least, to themselves. In 
the greater European cities, like Paris, Venice, and London, the jewellers, 
as a rule, have enjoyed a wide acquaintance with the diamond market for a 
long series of years, and have been educated thus to the art and mystery 
of diamond buying. For an art and mystery it is, like all other branches 
of commerce. In a new country, on the contrary, in which even now the 
number of persons who really understand and care for the possession of fine 
gems, is much more restricted than in the older capitals of the world, the . 
great body of dealers themselves are quite as likely as their customers to 
be deceived through their own deficient knowledge, and to pay from time 
to time more than their real market value for the stones which they add to 
their stock. Itis of the greatest consequence, therefore, that in purchasing 
diamonds in America, buyers who desire both to secure unquestionably ex- 
cellent gems, and to secure them at prices unquestionably fair, should ad- 
dress themselves to dealers who have made a special study of the diamond. _ 
This has been the case for many years past with the house of Mr. TaroporE 
B. Srarr (of the late firm of Starr & Marcus), at No. 206 Fifth Avenue, in 
this city. It is true that the diamond (differing in this, as in so many other 
respects, from gems in general), has steadily preserved, for long periods 
together, an average rate of value, which makes it improbable that any re- 
spectable vender of diamonds will very grossly exaggerate the cost of his 
gems at a given time, no matter how inadequate his exact knowledge of them 
may be. But a good diamond should be regarded by its owner (to use the 
Greek phrase) as a “ possession forever.”—N. Y. Evening Post.
